Mr. Russell admitted that he had 
often dressed as a woman and that his 
flat had a complete feminine outfit, 
including corsets, silk stockings, and 
everything else. Mr. Russell refused 
to admit that he dressed as a woman 
habitually, but said he did so lots of 
times.

thing again I would act in the. same 
way. It is not in my nature to possess 
myself of a wife against her will.” 

Earns $1,000; Spends $50,000. 

Mr. Russell said he had a small job 
at Vickers at £250 (about $1,175) a 
year, and that he had tramped the 
streets looking for work. His father | 
allowed him £300 ($1,410), but he ad- 
mitted that he had spent £11,000 ($51.,- 
700) on his unsuccessful divorce suit 
last year. 

Referring to the time when his wife 
told him she was going to have a 
child, he said she seemed absolutely 
at a loss to account for it. Mr. Rus- 
sell also admitted that doctors who had 
examined Mrs. Russell said there was 
evidence of only part marital] rela- 
tions, but now he declared he could not 
see how they arrived at that con- 
clusion. 

Valet and the Hairpins. 

Mr. Russell, who was on the stand 
for six hours, was succeeded by Wil- 
fred Crance, formerly a valet of Edgar 
Mayer, the co-respondent. Mr. Crance 
said that his former employer had a 
flat in Half Moon street, Piccadilly, 
where Mrs Russell used to visit him. 
After these visits, he said, he found the 
hair brushes covered with powder and 
hairpins lying about. On one occasion 
he heard running water, and he found 
evidence that two people had taken a 
bath together, there being a cigaret 
stub at each end of the tub. 

During the testimony Sir Edward 
Marshall, Mr. Russell's chief counsel, 
read some extraordinary letters that 
passed between the husband and wife. 
In one she wrote to her husband that 
she had been to see a fortune teller, 
who told her she was about to become 
a mother, and when she went to a 
doctor this was confirmed. She wrote 
that this must have been a result of 
the “‘Hunnish ” scenes when her hus- 
band walked in his sleep. 

“If it couldn't be that, then I must 
be a virgin mother,” she said. 

Sir Edward says this was not meant 
blasphemously, but was written by a 
woman who was driven to extremity 
to account for her child. 

The Husband's Reply. 

In reply to this letter, Mr. Russell 
wrote: 

“It is quite impossible for us to 
have a baby, as nothing short of a 
miracle would make it possible for 
both of us to be unaware that we had 
relations. This miracle may have oc- 
curred, but it is extremely unlikely. If 
you are going to have a baby, I can't 
be the father, but I absolutely believe 
in you, and I know that you are true.” 

Sir Edward also said that a woman 
friend of Mrs. Russell would testify 
that the latter had said, “I don’t mind 
having an illegitimate child. I would 
rather that it was anyone's but John’s, 
but as a matter of fact it is his. He

It required an eight column streamer in the 
early and home editions of Tue Tarsuns to meet 
(the importance of this decision.

The national government, as a war 
measure, had placed some restrictions on 
the traffic in alcoholic beverages two or 
three years before the passage of the 
eighteenth amendment.

There were some who expected that both 
the letter and spirit of the eighteenth 
amendment would be enfomseed immedi- 
ately, and that the physical, moral, social 
and economic effects due to the use of 
alcoholic beverages would be immediately 
discontinued, At the end of, about three 
years this result admittedly has not been 
obtained. The old time saloon has been 
eliminated, but the illegal manufacture 
and traffic in alcoholic beverages has 
been increased. 

Some make the claim that the eight- 
eenth amendment and its interpreta- 
tion, commonly known as the Volstead 
law, have accomplished nothing. While 
the saloons have been eliminated, the

worse evil. There are those who claim 
that the use of moonshine whisky and 
home brew beer is doing more harm than 
the former use of the legal stuff, because 
it is so much more poisonous. 

There are thosé who say that all such 
legislation is a restriction of liberty, that 
the spirit of the American goverfment is 
the fullest liberty for the individual, even 
though it be recognized that he will ex- 
ercise his liberty to hurt both himself 
and the community. : 

There are those who say that th 
eighteenth amendment and the Volstead 
act breed discontent, cause foreign labor 
to shun America, cause lawlessness and 
lack of respect for law; that when it 
comes to a matter of food and drink no 
law can be operative.

Some of these people back up their 
speculations as to economic, sociologic, 
and psychologic matters by pointing to 
existing conditions. They say the ideal 
has not been attained and conditions are 
bad. Many of them throw the weight on 
the side of lawlessness and disorder. 

In so far as this measure is concerned, 
the tide of anarchy reaches into levels 
of society that are ordinarily solid for 
thé existing order. .

The countries which have barred Asjfatic tmmi- 
gration would be ‘extinguished by it quite as thor- 
oughly as they might be extinguished by Asiatic 
armies. If Asiatics were free to come to our 
Pacific coast they probably would drive the white 
man back of the Rocky mountains.

Whites everYwhere in attractive lands prefer to 
take their chances in war with an exploding Asia 
than with policies which would permit the Asiatic 
peacefully to enter the country and crowd the 
whites out by his fortitude, thrift, industry, frugal- 
ity, patience and high birth rate.

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MINERS ALLEGE 
BiG OVERCHARGE 


Say Public Is Gouged of 
Quarter Billion Yearly. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Accusations that an overcharge of 
more than a quarter of a billion dol- 
lars is paid by the consumers of 70,000,- 
000 tons of commercial anthracite a 
year are made in a brief just filed by 
the United Mine Workers with the 
United States coal commission at 
Washington, to which the miners yes- 
terday directed public attention. 

The statement from the unions, 
which is the first they have filed with 
the fact finding body declares that 
the present close organization of the 
anthracite industry by virtue of over- 
charges adds at least an average of 
$3.61 a ton to the price of “ hard” coal. 
The extra “velvet” taken from the 
consumer, they assért, ranges from $4 
end $5 on domestic sizes down to $1 
om smaller grades. 

The figures have no reference to 
bituminous coal, which will be treated 
in later statements from both unions 
and operators. The magnitude of the 
task facing the commission, which was 
set up to find out what is the matter 
with the fuel industry and what can 
be done to set it on its pegs and avert 
strikes, coal famines and excessive 
prices, is such that the operators and

"Tis so with 
Boswell’s book in the minds of many who have been bothered and bored by 
praise of it. Its fame has extinguished their interest in it, and their reply to 
the—the somewhat lordly, I fear—“ You ought to read it” is, “ Just for that 
we won't.” e 

"Tis a pity. 

For this is a book of unflagging vivacity. A “life” of a great scholar 
who wrote a dictionary and many essays and biographies and some stately 
poems? Nay, ‘tis naught so routine. It is the story, varied, lively, fond, and 
flowing, of the daily comings and goings of a great human being, the most 
decisive man of his time and country—what he ate, and wore, and did, and 
said, and thought—how he lived, and worked, and prayed, and stormed, and 
served, and failed, and succeeded, and died—and how he hoped he was going 
to heaven, but had his doubts. In this amazing revelation of a man; who lived 
seventy-five busy, fruitful years there are all his crotchets and bigotries, all 
his great-heartedness, all his gentleness and his violence, all his little tricks 
of manner, and hundreds upon hundreds of his gnomic utterances. 


But James Boswell’s book about Samyel Johnson is more than that, for 
this great human being met everybody of his time whom he cared to meet, 
from the king in the palace to the forger about’ to be hanged.

And as it is a book of many resplendent figures, so also it is, I think, a 
book for any mood, be your mood the mood for anecdotes, or for criticism of 
books, or for pleasantries, or for sententiousness, or for remarks on politics, 
or for bits of scandal about the great, or for philosophy on how to live—and 
how to die. I know no better book to open anywhere. That is why no young! 
reader should be disheartened by its length, though longer it is than three | 
longish novels. Its variety, its incessant bustle, keep the reader moving with | 
it—not feverishly, but at an easy pace, with frequent musing stops by the 
way. Boswell had a principle for the writing of biography, and a phrase of his 
principle. It was “the minute selection of characteristical circumstances.”’ 
No man ever worked out that ideal of biography half so well ag he did. His 
book is 1,400 pages of “ characteristical circumstances.” 

But the intention of this article is to talk out of the book instead of about 
it. If praise of it has, as in the case of a certain just man, served only to 
antagonize, then, say I, let extracts allure. 

This old edition before us has been well read. Behold how the volumes 
fall open at their owner’s most favorite passages! This one on cant he must 
find steadying, for the page on which it comes is working loose from much 
opening of the book at that place; the words on it were uttered by Johnson 
when he was 74 to Boswell, who had himself been canting fluently about his 
anxiety and vexation at the state of his country: 

My dear friend, clear your mind of cant. You may talk as other people do: you 
may say toa “ggg, Sir, I am your most humble servant.” You are not his most 
humble servant. ou may say, “ These aré bad times; it is a melancholy thing 
to be reserved to such times.” You don’t mind the times. You tell a man, “I 
am sorry you had such bad weather the last day of your journey, and were so 
much wet.” You don’t care six-pence whether he is wet or dry. You may talk 
in this manner; it is the mode of talking in Society: but don’t think foolishly. 

Poor Boswell—he was always catching it! He would ask prepdsterous 
questions, well knowing their nature—no man better—in order to lure his | 
sometimes surly and lethargic idol to speech. Often he succeeded, and he| 
succeeded best when success was accompanied by a blast like doom. Often 
he veils his own identity when he records what happened, as here: 


He sometimes could not bear to be teazed with questions. I was once present 
when a gentleman asked so many as, “ What did you do, Sir?” “ What did you say, | 
Sir?” that he at last grew enraged, and said, “I will not be put to the question. 
Don't you consider, Sir, that these are not the manners of a gentleman. I will ! 
not be baited with what and why; what’ is this? what is that? why is the cow’s 
tail long? why is a fox’s tail bushy ?” The gentleman, who was a good deal out 
of countenance, said, “ Why, Sir, you are so good, that I venture to —— you.”

Biography of Bishop Bashford “|

A man of international and interde- 


nominational mind, a friend of the 
daily newspaper, a champion of wom- 
an’s suffrage before it had become 
popular, an authority on China, the 
Chinese people, and the social and po- 
litical problems of the far east, was the 
late Bishop James W. Bashford of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, whose 
biography, written by Dr. George R. 
Grose, president of De Pauw univer- 
sity, Greencastle, Ind. has recently 
‘appeared. 

Interest in Bishop Bashford is by 
no means confined to his own church, 
for it is conceded that he was the chief 


promoter and, in the University of 
Peking, at least, if not in the other 
five union universities of China, the 
originator of the plan of the various 
denominations working together to 
establish institutions of higher learn- 
ing among the Chinese. Bishop Bash- 
ford passionately urged this union plan 
as the only practica] solution of the 
difficulties involved in keeping up a 
high standard where the funds fur- 
nished are voluntary gifts of the Amer- 
ican people, who have so little intimate 
knowledge of the situation. 

Bishop Bashford was first a pastor, 
then for fifteen years president of 
Ohio Wesleyan university, Delaware, 


'O., and finally for fifteen years bishop | 
| trated with photographs, 


of China. Interest attaches to all of 


his career, but interdenominational and 
world interest chiefly attaches to his 
career in China. 


Bishop Bashford was the author of 
six substantial volumes and more than 
200 pamphlets. His largest book is 
entitled “China, an Interpretation,” 
and in this volume he proved himself 
not only a missionary in the accepted 
manner, but a statesman, an econo 
mist, an artist, and a prophet of the 
future. 

Dr. Grose takes pains to print the 
letters which passed between Bishop 
Bashford and Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and President 
Woodrow Wilson regarding what he 
believed were the twenty-one unjust 
demands of Japan on China and the 
suicida] outcome if China had accepted 
therm. 

In promoting woman's suffrage 
Bishop Bashford wrote a pamphlet on 
“Woman and the Bible,” which he 
also embodied in an address in which 
he sought to show that the Bible 
rightly interpreted was not opposed to 
woman taking her equal place with 
man in politics or the church. In op- 
position to many. leaders, bishops and 
others in his church, he advocated the 
right of women to preach and to be 
regularly ordained to the ministry. 

The book is written in a vivid, rap 
idly moving, lucid style, which makes 
reading a pleasure. It is well illus

Boswell’s account of Johnson's interview with George III. is, next to his| 
account of the little dinner at Bookseller Dilly’s, where Johnson met—and did } 
not devour—John Wilkes, the agitator, the most finished piece of narrative in| 
the book. That interview took place in 1767. The scholar was 58 years old, 
the monarch 29. The account fills six pages (Oxford edition) of the book, and 
in thee compactness and pithiness of its reproduction of conversation and in 
its subtle inclusion of pictorial detail, it is a masterpiece of reporting. We 
must have a bit of it. At one point the king is asking the Doctor about new 
work he may have in hand. See, now, how Boswell crowds in talk and com- 
ment on talk: 

Johnson said, he thought he had already done his part as a writer. “I should 
have thought so too, (said the King, ) if you had not written so well.” Johnson 
observed to me, upon this, that “No man could have paid a handsomer compli- 
ment; and it was fit for a King to pay. It was decisive.” When asked by another | 
friend, at Sir Joshua Reynoldg, whether he made any reply to this high compli- | 
ment, he answered. “No, Sir. When the King had said it, it was to be so. It was! 
not for me — — oe ie ane Severenen. ” Perhaps no man who had! 
spent his whole life in courts cou ave shown a more nice and dignified se 
of true politeness than Johnson did in this instance. ai gets 
, At another point the king asks Johnson's opinion of a certain man of 
science and Johnson answers candidly that the man has ingenuity but no 
veracity, and continues in that strain until a thought pulls him up sharply. 
What that thought was Boswell says the Doctor told them all later—thus: 

“I now (said Johnson to his friends, when relating what had passed bega 
to consider that I was depreciating this man in the estimation of his «Bese soy 
and thought it was time for me to say something that might be more favourable.” 

The courtliness and the honest goodness of heart in that “began to con- 
sider that I was depreciating this man to his sovereign” is very endearing. 
Long years ago it brought an o’er voluble youth upstanding with the thought 
that not less uncourtly and unfair would it be to depreciate a man to his em- 
ployer, and he has tried never to do it since.

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SENATE TO SIFT 
CHARGES OF RAW 
DEAL FOR HEROES 


Veterans’ Bureau Will Be 
Subject of Inquiry. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Spe- | 
cial.]—Charges of waste, extravagance, 
and mismanagement in the veterans’ | 


. bureau will be the subject of a thor- 


cugh inquiry, beginning next week. 
The senate today adopted a resolu- 
tion creating a special committee of 
three members and empowered it with 
authority to sit during the adjourn- 
ment of congress. 
The committee will be headed by 


Senator Reed [Rep., Pa.], who won 
the distinguished service medal as a 
major in the 3lith field artillery in 
the world war. The other’ members of 
the committee will be Senator Walsh 
[Dem., Mass.], a member of the spe- 
cial committee which investigated the 
treatment of disabled ex-service men 
last year, and Senator Oddie [Rep., 
Nev.]. 
Will Work with Hines. 

Senator Reed said the policy of the 
committee would be to work in har- 
mony with Gen. Hines, recently ap- 
pointed by President, Harding to head 
the veterans’ bureau, “‘as far as it is 
possible and consistent with a thor- 
ough investigation of the serious 
charges that have been made against 
the operation of the veterans’ bureau.” 

The senate directed the committee 
“to investigate the leases and con- 
tracts executed by the veterans’ bu- 
reau or the treasury department, for 
vocational schools and hospitals, and 
for the purchase, rentals, and saies of 
real estate and supplies used or to be 
used, directly or indirectly, by the vet- 
erans’ bureau, and the matters and 
conditions in the premises set forth, 
and to report their findings, together 
with recommendations for the im- 
provement of such conditions, to the 
next regular session of congress.” 

Great Suffering Results. 

It is set forth in the preamble that 
complaints are being made against al- 
leged delay by the bureau in the adjust- 
ment of claims for the relief of dis- 
abled veterans, and that there has 
been great and needless delay in the 
construction of hospitals and in pro- 
viding proper hospitalization, as a re- 
sult of which unnecessary suffering 
exists.

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RURAL CREDITS 
SPEEDED ALONG 
BY CONFEREES 


Agreement Prepares 
| Passage Today. 


| Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Spe- 
| cial. ]1—Conferees of the senate and 
| house on the rural credits bill reached 
a unanimous agreement tonight and 
|; both houses are expected to approve 
‘the conference report tomorrow. 

| The measure, as agreed upon, con- 
tains the vital features of all three 
| bills which were combined in the 
‘house’ draft—the Lenroot-Anderson, 
boy <q and Strong bills. 

The conferees restored the agricul- 
| tural credit corporations of the Capper 
| bill to the jurisdiction of the controller 

of the curerncy, as provided in the 
senate measure. 


Leave Interest to States. 

The chief controversy centered on a 
limitation on interest rates to be 
charged by the agricultural credits cor- 
poration to borrowers. The house bill 
limited interest rates to 1% per cent 
the intermediate ~~ bank of the 


district. 
The conferees eliminated the house 


limitation after a lengthy discussion, 


should be regulated by state law. 

The capital to be furnished by the 
government for the twelve interme- 
diate banks to be attached to the pres- 
ent land banks, as provided by the 
Lenroot bill, is limited to $5,000,000 
for each bank, or a total of $60,000,000, 
as specified in the hause bill. 


Change Corporate Names. 

The conferees decided on slightly 
different names for the privately 
financed corporations of the Capper 
bill and the government banks of the 
Lenroot bill. The former are designat- 
ed as National Agricultural Credit 
corporations, while the latter are 
known as Federal Intermediate banks. 

Maximum loans on land mortgages 
by land banks to one individual are 
increased from $10,000 to $25,000, 
with a proviso that borrowePs seeking 
$10,000 or less shall be given prefer- 
ence. 

The war finance corporation is to be 
extended for nine months from June 
30, 1923, as provided in the senate bill.

BMtain exported 64,198,000 tons of bitu- 
minous coal, against an American export 
of 11,038,112. American sales abroad 
dropped 47 per cent. Britain’s increased 
160 per cent over the previous year. 

Of course the strike gave Britain her 
big lead—she sold much coal to us—but 
the real point is, she’s got it and isn't 
going to turn it loose. Asin any other 
race, the inside is worth jockeying for, 
and we are jockeyed out of it 

The strike accounts for only a part of 
the change. The figures for the pre- 
vious years show that while Britain was 
slow in climbing out of the depression 
inte which the war huried her big bun- 
kering and export coal trade, the United 
States was not making any sensational 
progress while the British mines wel- 
tered in the war’s aftermath of strikes 
and nationalization propaganda. Except 
for a fine spurt in 1920 we did nothing 
to improve our position. Compare Brit- 
ain’s prompt seizure of her chance last 
year. Nothing very effete about that. 

Britain's coal exports last year were 

greatest since 1913. Ours were the 
smallest since that year. 

Last month’s American exports showed 
improvement, but our December exports 
were only a fourth of Britain's. 

Export business in bulky stuff like 
coal is closely correlated with ship own- 
ership. With our shipping prospects tor- 
pedoed by senatorial phrases, American 
miners will have a hard time overcoming 
Britain’s lead. Despite all progress in 
oil, coal is no more obsolete on sea than 
land.
